Most of the Chinatown alloca- 
tions go _ toward developing new 
housing，The Stockton/Sacra- 
mento Redevelopment Project， 
which provides a site for 175 units 
of housing for persons of low and 
moderate income， will receive 
$103,000 to continue its activities . 
The money will cover specifically 
legal expenses and administrative 
costs of the project. 

Half a million dollars is ear- 
marked for acquisition ef sites for 
low and moderate income 
housing. Linda Wang，co-chair- 
person of the Chinatown Coali- 
tion for Better Housing,， indicated 
last week that the sites have not 
vet been identified . 

KIOSK 

To _ improve neighborhood 
qualitvy，$62,000 will be shared 
between the recreational areas of 
the North Beach Playground and 
the Portsmouth Square. $50,000 is 
allocated to the former for acquir- 
ing childrens play apparatus; 
while $12,000 will go to the latter 
for a clock and kiosk. 

The Chinatown YWCA and 
YMCA will receive $52,800 and 
$30,000 respectively for rehabilia- 
tating the centers. Matthew Fong， 
Executive Director of the China- 
town YMCA told East/West that 
theYMCA's money will be used to 
repair the swimming pool，the 
gym floor and to replace the 
obsolete wiring in the center. 

The Ping Yuen Housing Project 
will receive $50,000 to renovate 
the basement at 799 Pacific for a 
childcare center. 

Chinatown merchants have 
expressed interest in upgrading the 
amenities of the neighborhood 
which may lead to the expansion 
of _ economic “opportunities. 
.However,，a detailed program has 
vet to be worked out before 


funding will be allocated. 
I-HOTEL 

The 1977 Community Devel- 
opment Program Proposal does 
not have separate funding for 
Purchase of 
Hotel. According to the Mayors 
CDP director James Jaquet，the 
reimbursement for the purchase 
will have to come from the contin- 
gency fund in the 1976 CDP 
budget. 

Review of the CDP proposal has 


_been postponed several times. It is 


currently scheduled for review by 
the “Board of Supervisors on 
October 20. Once approved， 让 
will be sent to the federal .Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development for application for 
funding. 


Landmark Rites 
for Bok Kai 
Temple, Oct. 16 


MARYSVILLE, CA. 一 Bok Kai 
Temple will be officially dedica- 
ted as ai -California Historical 
Landmark on October 16 at 2 

.mm . 

The temple, still in use since its 
completion on March 21，1880, is 
located at the corner of Front and 
D Streets here. The structure was 
built on property Purchased by 
the Chinese community in March 
1869. It replaced an earlier temple 
built in the 1850's that was heavily 
damaged by fire and floods. 

Each year，the temple is the 
focal point of the Bomb Day 
festival, which brings thousands of 
Persons into town. 

During the ceremony， state 
officials will place a plaque on the 
temple designating 让 as a Califor-

Under the new law, the number 
of immigrants allowed into the 
United States remains the same for 
both hemispheres: 170;000 from 
the Eastern Hemisphere， which 
includes Asia, Europe, Africa, and 
Australia; 120,000 from the 
Western Hemisphere，which in- 
cludes the North and South 
Amiericas. 

Even though it is frequently 
referred to as the “Western Hemis- 
phere Bill ，it makes substantial 
changes affecting 正 astern Hemis- 
phere aliens, including those from 
China, Hong Kong, and Macao. 

One provision of the new 
legislation will benefit ”persons 
born in dependent areas，such as 
Hong Kong. The present limit on 
SUuch persons is 200 immigrants per 
year. The new law will allow 600 
immigrants per year from any one 
dependent area. This may mean 
some relief for some of the over- 
subscribed _ categories of prefer- 
ence quotas for persons born in 
areas Such as Hong Kong or 
Macao， 

HARDSHIP 

The Immigration Project of the 
Chinatown Legal Assistance 
Foundation had proposed a_ bill， 
10671，which was intro- 
duced by Congressman Philip 
Burton in 1975 to allow persons 
born in _ dependent areas who 
could establish to a Consul or the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service that there would be severe 
hardship to the family，to avail 
himself or herself of the “mother 
country ”quota which had not 
been exhausted. (That is，an alien 
born in Hong Kong could use 
what is left of the British quota of 
20,000， 寺 there is satisfactory 
proof of hardship. That bill failed 
to pass in 1975，even though 让 
would benefit Hong Kong or 
Macao-born Chinese persons tre- 
mendously.) 

Another major amendment to 
the _ existing immigration law is 
that third preference applicants 
for immigrant visas will be 
required to have a job offer，and 
that United States petitioners for 
their brothers and sisters under the 
fifth preference category may not 
file their petition prior to becom- 
ing 21 years old . 

A third major change in the 
new jlaw affects the manner in 
which the Department of Labor 
will determine whether or not the 


'Services of an alien who is a 


teacher or professional in the 
Sciences or arts can be provided by 
a United States citizen oOTr 
permanent resident: The existing 
and new law both require certi- 
fication `"by the Department of 
Labor to _ this effect， prior to 
issuance of a third or sixth prefer- 
ence visa. Under the new law, the 
Department of Labor must justify 
a denial of labor certification to 
prospective immigrant teachers or 
professionals by a_ showing that 
eqgtually qualified citizens or per- 
manent residents are able and 
willjing to perform the same 
services._ It means that special 
requirements of a job，or Special 
combinations of abilities required 


by a _ given job，for instance， 
language ability，must be given 
due consideration. 


EMPLOYMENT 
A fourth major change in thse 
new law is that aliens whbo 


continue in or accept unauthor- 
ized_ employment prior to filing 
application to _ become an immi- 
grant,， will be forbidden to change 
status Within the United States to 
become a legal immigrant，Also， 
ajliens who enter'the United States 
in transit，without a visa，will be 
forbidden from changing his or 
her status to that of an immigrant 
within the United States. 王 xcept- 
ions to _ this _new law will be 
parents of United States. citizens 
who are over 21 vears of age，oOT 
the Spouses or minor and un- 
married children of citizens. 

Atfifth major change in this new 
law is that any alien who has been 
registered to apply to immigrate to 
the United States will be required 
to_ process his or her _ application 
for immigrant visa within one 
vear of notification by the Amer- 
ican Consul that he or she may 
apply.， There is a second-year 
grace period if the delay is due to 
circumstances bevyond the indivi- 
duals control. However，once the 
time limit has run out，the alien 
will have to register all over again 
”There are three major benefits 
to some Western Hemisphere 
immigrants，aside from the ones 
discussed above，under the _ new 
legislation , 

First，the 20,000 per country 
annual immigrant limit .on Visas 
and the existing preference quota 
System which is applicable only to 
Eastern Hemisphere aliens under 
existing law，is extended world- 
wide. It means that the Western 
Hemisphere aliens will not be 
ljumped together under one 
numerical limitation. 

Second， Western Hemisphere 
aliens will be allowed to adjust 
their status to that of an immi- 
grant without leaving the United 
States. Under existing law，VVest- 
erm Hemisphere aliens must leave 
the United States before they can 
obtain permanent residency. 

FREE 

The new legislation makes 让 
clear that Congress intends _ that 
the State Department not charge 
Cuban immigrants to the Western 
Hemisphere limitation of 120.000 
per year. This should free a sizable 
number of Western Hemisphere 
visas for other prospective immi- 
grants. 

Most attorneys view the new 
immigration law with mixed 
emotions. They view the 20;000 
per vear numerical limitation_ per 
countrv as a vticking time bomb-” 
for _ countries like Mexico，which 
has many times more immigrants 
than that number would allow. 
On the other hand, it would facili- 
tate family reunification and is 
more in line with the basic princi- 
ples of immigration to this country 
as formulated bytheCongressional 
Report accompanying the major 
immigration law changes of 
1965.

_ the newspapers? 


We were extremely puzzled，but never in Our wildest 
dream did we think that Chiang Ching, the Chairman's wife， 
and her cllque would be“arrested ， True, it 1 common 
knowledge thatshe has been a leader in the so-called radical 
faction, andmany of the so-calledmoderate leadersunder the 
late Premier Chou En-lali hated her guts.。 But，we tried to 
tell ourselves, it would be unimaginable to have the Chair- 
man:s widow disgraced publicly barely a month after Mao s 
Passing， 

Unimagznable, indeed. But it happened. Events in China 
have aljways been unpredictable from the outside， Chiang 
Ching's fall, itstiming as well as the way it happened, proved 
again that people outside China actually knows very little 
of the internal political movement in Peking.

Reaction to the Resident 
Preferential Parking Plan 


To 匡 ast/West: 

The Chinatown Iransportation 
Research and Improvement Pro- 
ject (TRIP) has been meeting with 
representatives from the Dept. of 
Public Works to discuss the Resi- 
dent Preferential Parking Plan. 
(下 /W 9/22/76). We have raised 
the following questions， as yet 
unresolved，concerning the new 
ordinance. 

1. The Resident Preferential 
Parking Program is available only 
to residential areas，Areas that 
already have parking restrictions 
such as meters,， loading zones and 
waiting zones are not eligible. 
This means that the Chinatown 
core area 一 from Bush to Broad- 
way，Kearny to Powell 一 cannot 
become a Resident Preferential 
Parking area. People living in this 


Chinatown area have great prob- 


lems finding a place to park their 
cars, and this new ordinance does 
not appear to address their needs. 

2. There are no Provisions for 
people who live in a “non-resi- 
dentiat”area such as Chinatown 
to _ obtain a permit to park in a 
neighboring Resident Preferential 
Parking area. If the areas around 
Chinatown are designted RPP 
areas，then the Chinatown resi- 
dents will lose the parking spaces 
they now have on streets near 
Chinatown. This is a very real 
possibility.， The Telegraph 了 Hill- 
Russian Hill area residents have 
already submitted their petition 
for a RPP area that will cover the 
area north of Broadway. The Nob 
Hil Neighbors groups is circu- 
jating their petition to jlimit 
parking from Powell Street and to 
the west. The ordinance does not 
Specifically _ require the city to 
consider the impact of RPP on 
neighboring areas or to take 


mitigating measures，Where 又 计 
Chinatown residents be able to 
park their cars when Nob 了 il， 
Russian Hill and Telegraph Hill 
aremade illegal to themy 

3. The Resident “Preferential 
Parking Plan will not create any 
new or additional parking spaces 
for cars, There are no provisions in 
the ordinance that guarantee 3 
parking space for people who Pay 
the $10 for a parking permit. I 
there are more cars than parking 
spaces，then people will have to 
pay $10 for the Privilege of 
fighting for the same- parking 
spaces now available for free, This 
would amount to a new City tax 
from which the public receives 
nothing in return. 


The Department of Public 
Works will make their preliminary 
report on their study of the Tele- 
graph Hill-Russian Hill area 
around the beginning of Novem- 
ber. We urge all Chinatown and 
other interested residents to be 
alert to any public hearings that 
will be scheduled around this 
time. it is important for everyone 
to clearly understand how this 
new Program may affect their 
community.

According to Kallgren, the U.S. 
does not have much to gain from 
normalization of relations with 
China， It would be hard for the 
American pubjlic to accept “aban- 
doninc Taiwan. There is  a 
whole infrastructure ”of American 
relations and contacts with China 
tbhat makes the Taiwan situation 
different from Vietnam，Kallgren 
this， she is 
pessimistic about the chances for 
normalization at this time， 

Also not optimistic， Professor 
Harding said we might have been 
able to normalize relations in 
1973，but Watergate and the fall 
of Vietnam made it impossible for 
the U.S$， to move，The Chinese 
also be less willing and

The late premier Chou En- 
lai and Mao were the architects of 
rapprochement with the U.S., and 
thevy were also the men with the 
clout to convince their colleagues 
that compromise was necessary.

Diplomacy with Peking is for 
mutual benefit，Rice said.

Discussing the historical signi- 
ficance of Mao，Rice compared 
Mao to Chin Emperor Shih 
Huang-ti，who unified China for 
the first time from 221-209 B.C. 
Both unifiedChina, both abolished 
an old social order, and both tried 
to control cultural developments 
for Political ends: Chin Shih 
Huang-ti through an attack on

On that dqay 
in 1859, the demented and color- 
ful San Franciscan “Norton 工 ， 
self-declared Emperor of these 
United States,， abolished the 
American Congress， 


From the Chinese American 
perspective, Norton 工 would have 
done much better than the federal 
or state legislatures combined. 


For instance，he abhorred the 
shabby _ treatment the Chinese 
received in California，and dis- 
agreed with the _ California 1law 
prohibiting admission into 
evidence testimonies given ,by 
Chinese. 


So，in 1868，he ordered the 
United States Supreme Court to 
“forthwith issue a peremptory 
mandamus ordering the evidence 
of Chinese to be taken the same as 
any other foreign nation, in all our 
Courts of law and justice.” 


Nothing happened for a whole 
vear，It provoked the ire of his 
august being and he issued a 
second and stronger proclamation 
in _ which he decreed Chinese 
evidence to be admissible and 
that, if the Supreme Court failed 
to abide by this law, it was to be 
dissolved. 


We do not know for sure What 
effect his proclamation had on 
Californian legislations. However， 
we know for sure that the 
California Legislature of 1871- 
1872 adopted a Pprovision to 
permit the Chinese to testify in 
COUTIt，
